1. (Original) A method of reducing hazardous emissions from a purified cumene 
hydroperoxide (CHP) solution, said method comprising diluting said purified CHP 
solution with x weight percent water to produce a mixture; 

wherein 1 < x < 6.

9. (Original) The method of claim 8 further including mixing said CHP-water mixture. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 8 further including transporting said CHP-water 
mixture. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein 2 < x < 3. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said purified CHP solution is at least 80% 
CHP. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said purified CHP solution is at least 88% 
CHP. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said purified CHP solution is at least 90% 
CHP.
